He learned all there 
w as to be know n about medicine id his 
day and devoted his life to traveling 
about from place to place in the pur 
suit of th e profession of healing. 
It Is 
said on good authority th at it w as on 
account of his constant travel on horse­ 
back th at the tale as to his equine body 
originated. 
H istory goes on to say th a t during 
the height of Chiron’s career an ille­ 
gitim ate child w as born in fipidaurus 
and placed In a field by his mother. 
A shepherd, finding the little one dying 
from starvation and exposure, carried 
him to Chiron, who adopted the w aif 
aud tau g h t him the trade th at he him ­ 
self had followed. 
This deserted child 
w as Aesculapius, the Grecian fa th e r of 
medicine. 
We g ath er from the ancient litera­ 
ture th a t Aesculapius followed up the 
teachings of Hic day in regard to su r­ 
gery, the treatm en t of w ounds of bat­ 
tle and accidental injuries of life, but 
ids greatest achievem ents were in the 
line of Internal medicine, for while iii 
tills he did little it is to he rem em ­ 
bered th a t internal diseases w ere re­ 
garded as th** handiw ork of the gods 
find therefore incurable. 
Aesculapius 
found, however, th at bathing, exercise, 
massage, diet and purging cured m any 
of th ese ailments, and as a conscqu*jm_

Now, are we to believe th a t Hie spir­ 
it of health d teo ^ id ed upon the sleep­ 
ing sufferers from the noble pile of 
Ivory and gold, or shall w e cast aside 
tin* whole story as one of lh** interest­ 
ing m yths with which Grecian litera­ 
ture teems? 
The physielun of today 
is not willing; to accept either solution, 
for by so doing a lesson would In* 
erased from medical history which, 
had Hie stupid Greeks been able to 
grasp it, would have advanced the art 
of healing hundreds of years b e y o n d 
their time. 
Th** practical eye of today 
can se** more iii th** Aesculapian tem 
pies than the m ysterious workings of 
a heathen god, and tin* intelligence of 
modern medical knowledge can m ake 
plain Hit* reasons for the wonderful 
r* suits doubtless obtained. 
F irst we m ust believe that the faith 
of the people in the* departed physi­ 
cian. the Impressions inspired tty the 
mysterious scrvie* s ami th** supersti­ 
tion which pervaded the popular mind 
had the sam*? influence iii accomplish 
mg • urea that such m ental Rupees 
(dons have today, which we so often 
se** dem onstrated in Hie (aith cure, s o 
called “sciences" of healing, personal 
magnetism and other ‘ isms." 
Those 
diseases which were purely functional 
maladies and ail Bilch conditions as 
are produced by the nervous system 
certainly may have given way to the 
"m oral 
suggestion’’ afforded in the 
temples. 
Then we have to consider th a t Greece 
was a populous nation, and lier peo­ 
ple, while enlightened for their day, 
saw- no relation betw een health aud 
hygiene and naturally lived In condi­ 
tions m arkedly insanitary. 
Tile s*-w 
i arage w as deficient, the air w as pol­ 
luted, as w as the water, while the 
temples w ere erected upon hills and 
mountains where the natural drainage 
was good, tin* air pure, th e w ater from 
fresh, uncontam inated springs and the 
climate beneficial to the sick. 
Resides, 
it was a law thut no m an should sleep 
before the statu** of the god unless lie 
had his dally bath, w hich w as accom ­ 
plished by the rubbing and m assage 
of the attendants. 
T he cleanliness so 
conducive to health, the m assage so 
stim ulating and now so m uch used and 
so highly valued in the treatm ent of 
alm ost all forms of illness, certainly 
played their part in the curing of dis 
case. 
It is further to be rem em bered th at 
tho patients in the temple left behind 
them the toils and worries of dully 
lift* and existed in this delightful e n ­ 
vironment work free and care free, 
devoting them staves only to the sub­ 
ject of getting 
The food w as the best the laud af 
forded, and articles know n to be inju­ 
rious to the sick wert* stricken from 
the dietary, while laxatives were giv­ 
en regularly, as in th** alim ents of our 
own time. 
T h e patients who were 
plethoric, or full blooded, were bled, u 
process which, while now in some dis 
pute, was a favorite therapeutic mea* 
lire with those w ho practiced 
ujwju 
our fathers and grandfathers. 
The surgical departm ent given over 
to the healing of w ounds w as conduct­ 
ed afte r the plans of Aesculapius, which 
are not so very far from the modern 
art. 
All foreign m utter w as taken 
from the Injured parts, th e tissues 
were put as nearly as possible in their 
natural order, cleanliness w as regard­ 
ed as important, an d th** wound was 
washed regularly, while *>11« and band 
ages were used to keep out the air aud 
dust, thus unconsciously avoiding th: 
bacteria which we regard us the dun 
gerous invaders of surgical wounds 
T he m ethods of years or oven centu­ 
ries later were not ho good by far. 
Now, w hat were the cures of tho 
Aesculapian temples? 
We cannot de­ 
ny the probability th a t they did occur? 
We cannot admit the wonderful port r 
of the ghost of the father of medicine.

edge of the art of healing, but none of 
us or few of us have looked seriously 
upon this half home aud half man 
creature. 
There arc fragments of his 
tory, how»*\er, which lead us to lie 
lieve thut Chiron did exist Iii the flesh 
aud that he was a prims1 of Ttie*»aly 
about WOO H. c. 
lie leo rued all there 
wus to Im* known ahunt medicine hi his 
day and devoted til* life to traveling 
about from place to place In the pur 
suit of the profession of healing. 
It la 
, said on good authority thut it waa on 
account of hi* constant travel on horse­ 
back that the tale us to Ida equine body 
I originated. 
History goes on to say that during 
the height of Chiron'* career un die- 
' gltltuute child was born iu Kpidaurua 
and placed iii a th hi by hi* motlier. 
A shepherd, finding the little one dying I 
(rom starvation and ex [Hisn re, carried 
him to Chiron, who adopted the w aif 
and taught him the trade that he him ­ 
self had followed. 
Till* deserted child 
was .T.scidii pi us, the Grecian father of 
medicine. 
W e gather from the ancient litera­ 
ture that .Kat-ulupiua followed up the 
teachings of the day in regard to sur­ 
gery, the treatment of wound* of bat­ 
tle and accident*! injuries of life, hut 
Ilia greatest achievements were iii the j 
line of Internal medicine, for while I ii 
tills he did little it is to be re mem 
tiered that internal discuses were re­ 
garded us the handiwork of the gods 
aud therefore incurable. 
. I S -uiupius 
found, however, that bathing, exercise, 
ma usage, dict and pinking cured many 
of these ailments, mid as a con»cuueoct 


wus credited with the power of over­ 
coming the workings of the gods them­ 
selves. 
It Is but natural that in sup­ 
port, of such a belief wonderful leg* Lids 
should have arisen as to his skill, 
hi 
fact, we are told that .fisculaplUB came 
to his death for gathering the frag 
fuents of Hlppolytus aud making a 
whole man of Ulm, thereby culling 
down upon Ills head the wrath of J ti 
pitel. 
B u l whether -Eaoulaplus lived or 
not, we do know that after hi- death 
many great temples were erected in 
Greece in his honor, the moat im {Mu­ 
tant being those of Coos, Guidon and 
Ndodos, while one especially fatuous 
was raised in his native tow n, KpiUau- 
hts. 
It was to those temple* that f< r 
many years the lame and si. k 
of 
Greece came for relief and restoration 
to bodily vigor, aud It was the priests 
of these temple*, known us the .lls- 
clepiades, who kept the secret trad! 
finns of the great master for several 
centuries. 
Thousands of tablets have from time 
to time come to light telling of the 
tires wrought iii these Institutions, 
and we are impressed that the treat 
i Bleat given was of actual good to the 
Greek ]>oople. 
The pilgrims of the Temple of Health 
were received by the priests, carefully 
bathed and then slept before the gor­ 
geous statue of the departt-d master, 
while during the night the J.sclepia- 
Ues held weird services over them. 
'Ib is was continued for weeks, the pa 
Hents living in the temple. 
Now, are we to believe that the spir 
It of health dei,>*i(led upon the sleep­ 
ing sufferers from the noble {lite of 
Ivory and gold, or shall we cast aside 
the whole story as one of ihe interest 
lug myth* with which Grecian litera­ 
ture teems? 
The physician of today 
is not willing to accept either solution. 
for by so doing a lesson would Is* 
erased from medical history 
which, 
had the stupid Greeks been able to 
grasp it. would have advanced the urt 
of healing liuudrtsls of years beyond 
their time. 
The practical eye of today 
j can se-* more in the Aesculapian tem 
pies than the mysterious working* of 
a heathen god, and the Intelligence of 
modern medical knowledge can make 
plain the reasons for the wonderful 
r< suits doubtless obtained. 
l-'irst we mast bob*VC that the faith 
of the |»eople in the departed physi­ 
cian, the impression* inspired by the 
mysterious services and the supersti 
lion which pervaded the popular mind 
had the Marne influent o I ii accomplish­ 
ing < urea that such mental liupres 
aiolis have today, which wo so o fteu 
sci* demonstrated iii the iiiith cure, go 
called “ sciences” of healing, personal 
magnet.*m and other "lulu*." 
Those 
diseases which were purely functional 
maladies and oil Much conditions as 
orc produced by the nervous nyMtfiu 
certainly may hare given w ay to the 
“ moral 
suggestion'’ afforded in tbs 
temple*. 


Then we have to consider that rife*-ce ; 
wus a populous tuition, and her fan* 1 
pie, w hile enlightened for their day, ; 
saw no relation between health ami 
hygiene and naturally lived in cond! 
lions markedly Insanitary.

luted, a* was tho water, while the 
temple* were erected upon hills aud 
mountains where the natural drainage 
wus good, the ulr pure, the water from 
fresh, uncontaminated springs an I the 
climate beneficial to the nick.

it was a law that no mu ii Miiould sleep 
before the stutue of the god unless lie 
had ids dally bath, which was accom­ 
plished by the rubbing and massage 
of the attendants. 
The cleanliness so 
eondueire to health, the uiasMugt * RO 
stim ulating and now so lunch used and 
mo highly valued iii the treatment of 
almost all form* of Bines*, certainly 
played their {airt in tin- curing of iii* 
case.
